Can it be 
because Davis, when he lived there, was an informer for Mixon's old fried Jack 
Caulfield of bbtergate fane? Davis phoned me twice after deeding Oswald In M ew 
Orleans and told me that he worked with tliat unit, and o'- wliat he said 1 recall that 
he fingered those he regarded as pro-dastro for police attention. 1 think this 
included going after then with horses. 

Where was some physical abuse tliat got attention in Miamijind David did not 
arrange for all those men to get transportation back to Miami. I'm pretty sure that 
the disclosed records include the evidence that Bringuier provided them with fare. 

What the other camp was raided by the fill is not the reason Davis gave me lor 
the breakup of hi. camp nor is the alleged desire of thosemen not to work but to 
fight ° astro. Davis told mo tliat his unidentified contact in the government phoned 
him and told liin to break it up. 1 have confirmation of this from a gr£l friend lie 
had in St. Wunraany parish and from her husband, who when i interviewed both, her twice, 
was a deputy sheriff. U>h« was but a school girl when she was Davis' friend and not 
married. I think 1 have the interview (a) on tape. She described a wild ride with him 
over primitive and tough roads when ho went out to tell them to get going. I recall 
her fright over sitting on a revolver or pistil David told her to keep or have 
ready. I wan never able to finish that investigation but I did have help from the 
sheriff's office, including their tailing some pictures for me. 

I did locate the actual place that the J.Z raided and it is not where Garrison's 
incompetents went. 1 did some interviewing there and learned how it came to pass that 
the FBI had to do soa. '.tiling. I also have some picture I took from the back of the 
property while 1 wa . doing the interviewing. Who crazy anti-Oastros brought the 
stuff tliat coulu explode in on a UHaul trailer so it was seen and then when they 
were cleaning tliat place up they burned the trash, it got close to the house, and it
